Apparently, on account of the very
email Police Court dockets that Justice
/Burroughs had to deal with last week
and with a. view to balancing things
up, the offehtlers '.against the peace
and dignity ot the Commonwealth
piled into the station-house from all
quarters or the city between Saturday
afternoon and yesterday morning.
There were young and old. vagrants and
some from among the hotter class,
charged with every offense from that
for which a minimum line was the
penalty to the liability of a term In he
penitentiary. The raids on the gambling
houses Saturday night drew a .numbOl
of spectators, both white and co'*re«,
into court.

RAZORS, KNIVES AND BOTTLES
The colored man Moore, who look out

a marriage license on Saturday and was
to habe been married to Mary Robinson
on Sunday, but who. after equlppmß
himself with bis license, got into a seri¬
ous cutting scrape with Henry Brown,
colored, nanr Ronneys barroom, on

Union street, stood before Justice Bur¬
roughs In tho Police Court yesterday
to answer the charge, but owing to the
inability of Brown to appear, the case
was continued until Thursday next.
From the Investigation as far .as made
it was learned thai Moore imbibed
freely after making the necessary pre¬
paration for bis marriage, and Was
Joined by Brown, who anccred hi » toy
some remark ma.de resnoctlng I bo ap¬
proaching nuntlals. Rot words were

passed, then blow? and finally the eom-
batnnts became tangled un in a bloodV
cutting, hltinc and slupaing affray.

THE CHUIICH STREET RAID.
David Roskam and (he seven other

white men who. were arrested Sunday
morning- about 1 o'clock over 134 Ohuroh
street, on warrants charging them with
unlawful gambling, were arraigned be¬
fore Justice Uurrougs yusterdayi Judge
D. Tucker Brooke appeared for .Mr,
Roskatn. The oltlcers tetnllled to hav¬
ing received information that gambling
was being conducted ut the i>lace, and
made the raid; that they caught two or
three of the men engaged in playing
cards and arrested all of the inmates.
Judjre iirooko Introduced evidence in
defense lo prove that Mr. Roskam had
previously notified the Police Depart¬
ment that he had fricnQS in his room to
engage in playing a game of cards, bat
that he did not violate the law and
Invited the olllcers to come up at any
time. The defense attempted to prove
that the rooms wore private, and that
no games contrary to law existed there.
Justice Burroughs took the cases of
David Roskam. Charlie Daub, L. E.
Blonde), ami Joseph Kaufman under
advisement until the 2Mb. and /dis¬
missed the warrantrt against J. W.
Richardson and Hugh McKay, as there
was no evidence against them.

A YOUNG THIEF.

He had the air and manners of an old
offender and Justice Burroughs sent
him to Jail for three months to teach him
a lesson.
PROMINENT COLORED PEOPLE.
A well known young colored man

named John Rlddlck, who is ciigugcd In
the oyster business on Church Street;
near Freemason, was arrested by De¬
puty lllph Constable Manning yester¬
day on the serious charge of bet laying
Hattlc Moore, the daughter of a promi¬
nent colored man. under promise of mar¬
riage. The arrest caused a lai;.r num¬
ber of colored friends of the accused
and accuser to crowd the Police Court
room yesterday. Mr. Julius T. Saunders
appeared lo r. present Rlddlck and At¬
torney Brown appeared for the woman.
By agreement of counsel and consent
of the Justice the care wus continued
until the Stlth. / Rlddlck was placed
under $100 bond for Iiis appearance,
which was promptly furnished by a
prominent white Church street business
firm.
